(Colo.) High School will always remem- 
ber Laurice “Lo” Hunter for her accom- 
plishments as a volleyball coach. In 21 
years at Evergreen High, her volleyball 
teams finished in the top five at the Colo- 
rado High School Activities Association 


state championships 16 times. 


When she retired in 1996, Hunter's 
overall coaching record in volleyball was 
503 wins, 82 losses. 


During her 30 years as a high school 
coach, which included positions at 
Coffeyville Junior High School, Brady 
(Tex.) High School and West Lakewood 
Elementary School in Lakewood, Colo., 
Hunteralso coached girls’ basketball, gym- 
nastics, tennis, track and field, and golf.

After earning her 
Associate of Arts degree from DCJC, 
Hunter graduated from Wichita State 
University with a Bachelor of Arts degree 
in Physical Education, Social Studies, and 
Education.

She 
has led volleyball clinics in most every 
state of the nation, and has become a 
legend of perseverance and vitality for

When specialists talk about how 
Americans change careers during their 
lifetimes, they might use Dave Carter as 
an example. While he’s been a teacher for 
agood share of his professional career, the 
disciplines Carter has taught are quite 
different. 


Carter’s teaching career has shifted 
gears from chemistry labs to corporate 
finance, financial computing and com- 
mercial banking classrooms. 


David Alan Carteris the son of David 
and Barbara Carter of Dodge City. A 
1977 graduate of Dodge City Senior High 
School, Carter attended Dodge City Com- 
munity College. He was involved in stu- 
dent government, and served as Student 
Senate president during his sophomore 
year. Drama, intramural sports and pep 
band occupied Dave's spare time. 


Carter earned a Bachelor of Science 
degree in chemical engineering from 
Brigham Young University in 1985. He 
worked in Westinghouse Electric 
Corporation’s Idaho Falls, Idaho nuclear 
reactor plant, where he taught chemistry 
and radiology to naval officers. 


His career change began in 1988, 
when he received an assistantship at Utah 
State University. Carter earned a Master 
of Business Administration degree from 


Utah State in 1988. He performed capital 
budgeting, rate design, and long-term fi- 
nancial planning for Questar Pipeline 
Company, an interstate natural gas pipe- 
line based in Salt Lake City. 


In 1992, Carter received a special 
presidential assistantship for doctoral stu- 
dents from the University of Georgia. He 
earned his Ph.D. in finance and business 
administration in 1996. Since then, he 
has taught at the University of North 
Carolina-Wilmington, and presently 
serves as an assistant professor of finance 
in Oklahoma State University’s College 
of Business. 


Carter and his wife, Heidi (Hansen) 
Carter, are the parents of two children: 
Morgan, a four-year-old boy; and Keaton, 
a one-year old girl. He enjoys fishing, 
model rockets, going to football games, 
nature, history, and traveling.
